WHISTLING 
BUOYS. 


Repairer* Keep Thone Valuable Aldt to 


Navigation In Xuno. 


Augusta Journal: One of the most in- 


teresting aids to navigation is the whist- 
lin- buoys. There arc several oi Them 
ofAhc c«pc and their dull, hoarse groan- 
:-<r may often be heard for miles. 


They'arc clumsy affairs of stool, rang- 


in- in length from thirty to thirty-five 
feet, with an air tank shaped like a pear 
nboiit ten feet high and nine feet in di 
amcter, from which an eighUcn-iuch pip. 
twenty foci long protrudes. 


These buoys may be seen at the light 


house department storehouse on Diamond 
island, where buoys of all kinds are kept, 
ready to bo placed over some rock danger- 
ous 'to navigation, or to replace any 
which may be damaged or adrift. 


This- long pipe which runs down into 


the water is what furnishes iJie power for 
tho whistle. 


When the buoy is in the -vutcr the roll- 


ing of the waves up through the pipe and 
the pressure on the air in the tunk forces 
it out through tho whistle, and the well- 
known dismal sound is the result. 


Vi'hbtto buoys in different ports of the 


const are given a different pitch, in order 
that the mariner may, on a thick night, 
be able to know his locality by the dif- 
ference in the sound. 


It is the duly of the officers to adjust 


the pitch of these whistles when they get 
out of tune, and they have bccomo so ex- 
nert at it that they can delect and rem- 
edy the slightest variation from the cor- 
.-ocl pitch. 
' 


The adjustment of these whistles must 


he made while they arc in place, am' 
sometimes the great necessity of the 
murks on dangerous docks obliges the 
men on the buoy boats to 111.1 ke these re 
pairs in very rough weather. 


The repairing crew usually includes the 


mate and one man, who live rowed up to 
the buoy they are able to grasp the rings 
on the side and clumber up over the side 
to the cage which protects the whistle.

SOME PUMPKINS. 


An OlilO FnrDiei-'R Quarter o£ «. Cen-

ttiry'H Eiperioiice. 


In corn producing sections it is sel- 


dom that_a farmer wishes to give up a 
pla: oC land to the culture of pump- 
kins alone. They are nearly always 
grown in tbe cornfields and by some 
thought to be the cheapest and motit 
easily grown crop produced on the 
f.ii-12. 
Cue writer suggests that un 


acvc or two of corn, also planted with 
pumpkins, will give tbe needed supply 
to the farm. This year the 44 acres 
of corn planted on this f.irm were 
also heavily sown with pumpkin seed. 
Tbe crop gathered would banlly give 
enough lirsr: class pumpkius to return 
tbe seed—say three or four loads. Tbe 
same lisd three years ago produced 7(5 
large wagon loads, probably. SO tous. 


Au experience extend lug over a quar- 


.te'r of-:«. ceutury- teaches ' that when 
grown with corn .they-are a very un- 
contnin crop. Still, on this farm tbe 
effort. is- made every, -year- and- seed 
planted ou tie wholo • acreage wilb 
corn.. It is a kiud^of tost 01- famine 
crop, too few or too many. Wbi-n the 
land is sown with-wheat, as is my 
custom, a Leavy-crop is a. burden to' re- 
move from the Land. :.ind -ilso retards 
the work' of wheat sowing -at a time 
.wben a day or two means'a good deal 
to the crop. 


So far. in the use of tbe crop, wheth- 


er light or heavy, little effort has been 
made to store it under shelter or to 
protect It In uny way from tbe inclem- 
ency of the weather. 
Tho pumpkins 


arc gathered and thrown in piles at 
points where it will b* most con- 
venient to feed them. The hog feeding 
grounds and the permanent pasture 
get Uie largest share whcu tbe crop is 
abundant. 
When tbe crop is small, 


they nro piled where they can most 
easily be got at to use about the build- 
ing?. There is lio crop grown ou this 
farm th&t is more relished by the 
horses, cows, hogs, lambs and chick- 
ens, excepting possibly the latter, yet 
they clean out many shells when they 
are cut iu half and thrown in then- 
yards. The horses, except ono or two 
animals, never seem to tire ot thorn. 
.-\Vhen tbo pumpkins are piled along 
the fence aJjoiniug tbe 
permanent 


pasture, I.have some (rouble to keep 
the fence in shape. n> some of the 
horses are there :it almost any hour 
of the day.- reaching for the pump- i 
kins. I like best, to tonl them on a j 
clean grass sward. 
To accomplish 
j 


this there are several feeding points. | 
When tbe sward bocotur-s soiled, the : 


feeding is changed TO. another, and so 
on while the supply lasts. 


I do not think it advisable TO feed 


too heavily, but feed thorn so that all 
will be eaten. .before next 
feeding 


liuie, the .rule being to feed twice :v 
day. They arc thrown over the fence, 
and ns they c!o uot burst by falling on 
the ground tll(*J' ;irc cut opcn witl1 a 
corn kulfe. 
It is too liard work TO 


opcn them by lifting up and throwing 
on the ground. 
When the hogs or 


lambs nro fed grain, the pumpkins arc 
fed first. A feed of pumpkins does 
not appear to spoil a hog's appetite 
for new corn, but a. feed of corn cuts 
down the sharp relish'that we like to 
see them have for the pumpkins. 


Our experience hi feeding them to 


lambs Is limited to two seasons. Last 
yonr the pumpkins were piled In the 
Clover Cold, where the lambs were pas- 
tured, anil they were allowed free ac- 
cess to them. They were slow to com- 
mence 'feeding ou them, and probably 
during the season about one-halt the 
liock of ir.O learned to eat Thorn. These 
lambs were lotted at night and fed 
corn evening and morning. When turn- 
ed out in the morning, the pumpkin 
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Fifty-eight Years Old! !
